Persons who have not witnessed the 
terrors of a serious fire in the mount¬ 
ains or plains of a country like South¬ 
ern California in the dry season can¬ 
not realize what it means. For this 
reason some are not as careful as they 
should be rtgarding fires. Others who 
know better but for various reasons 
fail to take proper precautions are un¬ 
aware of t>.e stringent laws of the 
state and city covering the subject. 

At this season of the year the forest 
rangers begin to sleep with one eye 
open so they may be on the spot as 
soon as possible after the first sign or 
alarm of fire appears. Owing to the 
leavy rainfall of the past season the 
.round is covered with a growth of 
(getation heavier than usual which is 
apicly becoming as inflammable as 
paper. If a f re should gain much 
headway on any vacant lot or field it 
might be difficult to control it or con- 
Ine it where it would do no damage. 

For the benefit of those not familiar 
with the laws it might be well to refer 
to the city ordinance covering fires. 
Ordinance No. 19, sec. 2, says: It 
shall be unlawful for any person to 
light, ignite or burn any rubbihh, 
refuse, brush pile or bonfire within 25 
feet of any building, outhouse, fence 
or other inflammable structure within 
the city of Sierra Madre. No fire shall 
bo permitted to spread or run in grass, 
weeds, or rubbish to within less than 
ten feet cf the boundary of the lot or 
premises on which the fire is started. 

The state laws of California are fully 
is stringent and cover camp fires etc. 
't is a misdemeanor to leave a “live” 
amp fire or allowing it to spread. 

■ his is punishable by a fine of not less 
’han $25. 

It is unlawful to use fire for cleaning 
’.and (punishable by fine and imprison¬ 
ment) without permission of fire 

warden. 

All able-bodied citizens between the 
ages of 16 and 50 years are liable to 
be drafted for duty in putting out fires. 
For refusal to obey such a summons 
the law r provides a fine of from $10 
to $500. 

As a safety precaution it is some¬ 
times desirable to burn grass and 
weeds from vacant lots. This should

It’s dollars to doughnuts there will 
be lets cf disappointed towns and cities 
n Southern California when the real 
showdown comes in next year’s cen¬ 
sus. In this connection the Graphic last 
week says: 

Representative James McLachlan 
has caused it to be known that the 
commercial bodies of the city will have 
the most to say about the naming of 
the nt w federal census supervisor from 
the Seventh California district. The 
Chamber of Commerce and the Mer¬ 
chants and Manufacturers Association 
have been asked to bestow the plum 
where in t':eir joint judgment it will 
do the most good. While loath to act 
n a political matter, both organizations 
feel that the new census requires the 
most conscientious handling as correct 
returns will mean much to Los An¬ 
geles. For this reason their endorse¬ 
ment in all probability will be forth¬ 
coming. In the Eighth district, includ¬ 
ing t' e section from Bakersfield south 
to San Diego, the problem is not so 
easily solved. In the Seventh only 
Los Angeles, city and county, are in¬ 
cluded, while in the district repre- 
-en’ed by Congresman S. C. Smith of 
Fakersfield the scope of territory to be 
c overed is so great that to get the right 
material for supervisor is no child’s 
play. 

Ten years ago a man named Davis 
was given the position of census super¬ 
visor for this district. The place was 
in great demand, as times were dull 
an I the pay was considered large, with 
t’ e duties nominal. Davis was a law¬ 
yer. a comparative newcomer. He had 
the gift of gab, and in the state con¬ 
vention_Lbal_ 

the nomination for governor it was 
Judge Davis who had made the princi¬ 
pal address. That speech it was which 
fixed Davis’ status in Republican poli¬ 
tics, locally, and the next year R. J. 
Waters, then our representative in 
congress, had Davis appointed. He 
improved his opportunity by placing 
his wife and other members of his Im¬ 
mediate family on the federal pay 
roils, which showed rare discretion, 
but in tabulating the population of Los 
Angeles at 103,000, when at least fifty 
thousand more had been predicted, the 
census supervisor’s popularity waned. 
He did not remain here long after that.
